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FAMOUS RUSHES FOR GOLD 


fl TER Ae went mad, Waiters drop- 
ped their trays, workmen their 

tools, drivers their 
stampeded,’’ 

Thus a daily paper, in its description 
of the’éxcitement created in Stewart, 
British Columbia, when tho report came 
that seventeen miles distant, at a place 
called Bitter Creek, a great discovery 
of gold had been made. It is the old, 
old story of human avarice and greed. 
Reason disappears when the gold fever 
seizes On man, 

A few years ago three mining prospec 
tors tried their luck in the Nevada 
Hills, 200 miles northeast of San Fran 
cisco, where they discovered a wealthy 
deposit of gold. They told some ee 
quaintances at the nearest town, where- 
upon 200 railroad laborers dropped 
their tools and began the mad rush for 
gold. The news spread like wildfire, 
and in a few weeks the camp of the 
three prospectors, which had been nam- 
ed Rawhide, had a population of 10,000 
people, and miners were arriving at the 
rate of 200 a day. Lots were sold at 
anything from $5,000 to $25,000, while 
some mining magnates purchased one 
claim, whieh had been staked out by a 
syndicate of twenty miners, and made a 
phenomena! yield, for $800,000., 

The story of Klondyke is even more 
amazing. The first find of gold of any 
importance was made in 1897-—-not by

Within ten years gold to the enormous 
value of $480,000,000 had been brought 
to England from the two colonies of 
Victoria and New South Wales. 


Two years ago one of the discoverers 
of the famous Kalgoorlie goldfield in 
Western Australia passed away in the 
gerne: of an Irishman named Daniel 

hea, He and a compatriot named Han- 
nan, while prospecting for gold, camped 
on the site of Kalgoorlie when it was a 
wilderness. Hannan, in searching for 
a horse, kicked a nugget of gold. The 
news spread, a. rush set in, and the 
wealth of the place so00n became ap- 
parent, Hannan and Shea as the pion- 
eers were awarded pensions of $500 a 
year—not a great sum when one consid- 
ers that the annual output of the Kal- 
goorlie goldfield is between $10,000,000 
and $15,000,000 sterling. 

There are, however, no gold mines’ so 
rich as those of the Transvaal. Since 
1884—the year’ the world’s greatest 
goldfield, Witwatersrand, was discover- 
ed—until June, 1908, the total value of 
the gold production of the Transvaal 
amounted to a0 less than $1,057,679,975, 
It was a prospector named Arnold who 
first discovered that gold lay among the 
bare and lonely hills of Witwatersrand. 
In this case there was no great rush, 
for the simple reason that there was no 
chance for the miner without eageseh 
The Rand’s pre-eminence amongst gold. 
fields is not due to the exceeding rich- 
ness of its deposits, for in their percen- 
tage af the yellow metal they do not 
compare with the mines of California, 
for instance. But while its ores are of 
low grade, they are found in much more 
extensive bodies than those of any oth- 
er fields, much machinery and many 
workers being required to unearth the 
gold, 

There ure still more chances, how- 
ever, for prospectors, like Croesus, the 
first really rich man known to fame, 
who is said to have discovered a little 
gold mine of his own, to find one for 
themselves; for, according to authori- 
ties, the world contains several un- 
worked goldfields quite as rich as any 
yet discovered, Parts of Siberia are 
alleged to be richer in gold than Klon 
dyke, while Sir Martin Conway said 
some time ago that along the eastern 
slope of the Andes run many rivers rich 
in gold, 

Perhaps, however, in these days of oil 
booms it would be more profitable to 
search for oil rather than gold, For, 
after all, it must be borne in mind that 
it was oil, and: not gold, which made 
the world’s richest man—John OD. 
Rovkefeller, master of many millions,

With the Clark wiréless it is said that 
an operator can select his subjects. He 
calls up any instrument desired and it 
records his message automatically, ren- 
dering the communication as private in 
nature as under the present. telephone 
system. This is true also in the opera- 
tion of any machine run by electricity, 
steam, or gasolene. For by this same 
‘‘selective’’ power one or any number 
of machines can be operated in any dir- 
ection or at any speed at will. 

To demonstrate the powers of théir 
machines the Glarks constructed two 
small boats driven by propellers and 

uided. by rudders, These boats were 

tted out with electrie Hgts, placed in 

a lake about a quarter of a mile away, 
but in view of the operators, and from 
that distance they were guided with 
ease in any direction or at any speed, 
They were lighted and extinguished at 
will, the demonstration being made by 
moonlight. 

A heavy farm wagon was fitted out 
with the new appliance, and the Clarks 
sat in their room aud guided the wagon 
with the same precision as a man’s 
hands are guided by the forces of his 
mind. An automobile was similarly 
handled, 

Aside from actual demonstrations 
given by the Clarks, they claim to be 
able to send out any given number of 
torpedo-boats and operate them at will, 
These boats can be made to manoeuvre 
far out at sea, being brought back one 
at a time or in any number desired, 
Distance will not serve to diminish the 
power or efficient operation of the ma- 
chine, any more than in wireless tele- 
graphy.

SIBERIAN RESIDENCES 

On the lower Amur River in eastérn 
Siberia, and along the Channel of Tar- 
tary, the cold in midwinter becomes in- 
tense. A temperature of 60 degrees be- 
low zero is not uncommon. hen the 
Russians came to occupy the country 
mer were confronted with the serious 
problem of protecting themselves from 
such inclement conditions. -Now, espec- 
ially in cities and large towns, brick 
and stone are used to a considerable 
extent, so that the frost ean be kept 
out; but even yet the peasantry and vil- 
lagers must depend on wood, as was the 
case with all at first. ’ 

In building houses of wool, sawed 
lumber is seldom used exeept for floors 
and easings. Most buildings are con- 
structed of solid logs, as large as can be 
conveniently procured, The lower side 
of each log is hollowed out to fit the 
natural convex upper surface of the one 
below. As each log is placed in position 
an inch or two of moss is spread along 
its top before the next one is laid_on it. 
‘This prevents any air from passing be- 
tween them , As the timbers are put up 
green, or freshly cut, there is consider- 
able shrinkage; but the moss effectually 
excludes the entrance of air. 

Two sets of sashes, about four inches 
apart, are framed in each window. The 
space between them is packed at. the 
top with cotton or ashes, and strips of 
popes are pasted all over the cracks.

S CHARLES’ HARDINGE, who

Sir Charles Hardinge is of this class 
of unelected rulers- who through all the 
changes and chances of politics preserve 
the charactor and continuity of our pub- 
lic policy. His duties as Permanent 
Under-Secretary at the Foreign Office 
may be compared with those ofthe navi- 
gating officer in a battleship. To him 
are entrusted the sailing orders, the 
charts, and the steering gear, He must 
know the position of every shoal and 
every sunken reef in the oceans, the 
force and direction of the currents and 
all the vagaries of the weather, What 
ought to be the qualifications of the man 
who holds so great a charge? There is 
a certain degree of perfection in a pub- 
lie servant as in other human beings 
that exists only in the imagination. I 
will not do Sir Charles Hardinge the in- 
justice of claiming for him that perfee- 
tion, His reputation is solid enough to 
dispense with embellishments, 

he new Viceroy is not of those who 
take ¢redit for the virtues of their an- 
cestors, Yet he belongs to a family 
that has done much for the state and 
whose name has been made famous in 
India by the veteran soldier Sir Henry

Musset we are in- 
debted for the diseovery of a similar 
property. in an’ edible arum, which, 

owever, exuded little drops of water in 
the form of a jet. From each of the 
pores upon the tips of its large heart- 
shaped leaves there were thrown every 
minute from ten to a hundred drops of 
water to a distance of over an inch and 
a half. f : 

But the greatest of all vegetable, won- 
ders in this respect is what is known as 
the weeping-tree, which was found some 
ane ago in one of the Canary Islands. 

he water fell like rain from its foliage 
and formed a pond at the foot. 

Some plants collect their moisture in 
little cups tliat serve in many instances 
to sling the thirst of passing travellers, 
Such, for instance, is the pitcher plant, 
which grows in southern Asia,’ Ita 
leaves have a strong middle stem, at 
the end of which is attached a nice cyl- 
indrical cup, which is provided with a 
hinged lid. This lid automatically closes 
or opens, according to the state of 
the atmosphere. During the night the 
lid sinks down and renders the cup al- 
most air-tight, and it fills with limpid 
water exhaled from the walls, Durlog 
the day. the lid.is opened and the water 
is wholly or partially evaporated. 

In South America there is found a 
lant in the midst of nuuseous and 
oggy Swamps that distils and holds in 
eups pure and healthful water, It is 
known as the purple sarracenia, and 
its leaves form thé cup by uniting at 
their edges.

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PERU’S STRANGE LAKES 


Bisse Crucero Olto, the highest town 
in the world, the southern railroad 
of Peru drops down-into the Le- 
gunilas, or lake region of the Cordil- 
eras, where, 14,250. feet above the: sea 
is a group of large lakes of very vold 
ure water, without inlet or outlet. 
They receive the drainage of the sur- 
rounding hills and bodes! it some- 
where, but there igs no visible means 
of its escape. A fringe of ice forms 
around the edges of the lakes every 
night the year round, ‘The two largest 
‘lakes. of the group,’ Saracocha and 
@achaposcana, with several, smaller 
ones in the neighborhood, are owned 
by a former President of Peru, Mr. 
Romana. 
A curious phenomenon about the 
‘lakes is that they keep at the same 
level at all times. No amount of rain 
makes any difference, apparently, in 
their depth, which, however, has not 
been plumbed. in every ease: This adds 
10 the awe with which these lakes are 
regarded by the Indians, There are no 
boats upon the lakes, except a few 
small rowboats, which have to be kept 
close into the shore for fear. of being 
drawn into whirlpools that are said to 
exist in the centre. There is some foun- 
dation for this fear, for only two or 
three years ago a boat containing five 
men disappeared on one of these wys- 
terious lakes and was never found. Of 
course it. may have eapsized, but the 
bodies of the occupants were never dis- 
covered, nor did the boat ever float to 
the shore. The belief is that the whole 
party was lured into the maelstrom and 
smallowed up by the waters of deaih. 
In the centre of Lake Popo there is 
known to be a whirlpool, and in it 
many lives have been lost. “Boats that 
are drawn into this current are whirled 
swiftly around and disappear, For the 
protectigh of. navigators the govern.

HE muskrat is at the present time 
the most important fur-bearing 
animal. of North America, Last 
year muskrat skins were put upon the 
market realizing to the trappert’s nearly 
$1,700,000, A large percentage of the 
eatch is furnished by the tide-water 
region of Maryland, Delaware, and New 
Jersey, In Dorchester County, Mary- 
land, the marshes are usually leased to 
the trappers for half the value of the 
catch. In that county about 250,000 
skins are taken annually, Not only the 
fur is utilized, but the meat also, which 
finds a local consumption, and is sbip 
ped to Baltimore, Wilmington, and other 
cities. The financial return exceeds 
that of the large oyster industry of the 
same region. \ The fur of the black 
muskrat ysually commands the highest 
price, and in Dorchester County some 
ef the marshes yield fully one-half of 
this variety.

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A BATTLE WITH BEES 

N India, about\eight miles fron the 
town of Jabalpur, is-a place called 
“The Bee,’’ from the tact that 
swarms of the insects liye there and de 
fend. their holding against the world. 
Shocking tragedies have resulted from 
invasion of the spot, Some men. who 
had unwittingly disturbed the bees were 
set upon by millions and stung to death, 
or chose drowning in the river near by 
as a more tolerable fate. Deer, pigs, 
and even the lordly tiger have paid the 

same penalty for their indiscretion. 

A bold Englishman, who some years 
ago determined to invade the home of 
the bees, began by designing a suit of 
defensive armor, It consisted of a sort 
of overall suit, tied round the neck with 
tape, a bee-veil to be tucked into the 
garmen idi ‘gauutlete, aud 
two pairs of gloves.

On the following day they po 
litely informed Mr. W, Bolland that he 
had been appointed Perpetnal President 
aad twenty of their friends that they 
were members of I Zingari, Of these 
original members only five are alive to 
day, but the club has grown to such pro 
portions that it now numbers twelye 
hundred, while other hundreds are clam 
oring for admittance. 

The elub’s original colors were white 
with a thin blue stripe, ‘Today they 
are black, red, and gold, the gold at the 
top.. The change of colors is part of 
the history of I Zingari, It happened 
that Tom Taylor, the famous editor ‘of 
Punch, although no cricketer, was ad- 
mitted as a ‘fcompanion’’ (he also fig 
ured in the official list as ‘‘ Liberal Le 
gal Adviser,’’ a post held today by the 
Hon. Alfred Lyttelton, M.P.) Now Tom 
Taylor was much interested in gipsies 
(1 Zingari), and bad picked up a smat 
tering of their language, One year he 


swojourned iu Croatia aud made many 
| gipsy friends, Ou his return to Eng 
land he presented the elub with the 


black, red, And gold colors which are 
the ‘‘national’’ colors of the real Zin 


gari. 

The rules,and regulations of the club 
form most amusiug reading, For in 
stance, Rule 6 states: ‘‘That the en 


trance be nothing, and the annual sub 
scription do not exceed the entrance.’ 
Again, no Zingarie bowler may express 
annoyance at just missing the wicket, 
nor may a Zingari hit by the ball rub 
the damaged spot, for under the head 
ing ‘*Irritation’’ there oceurs the fol 
lowing insiruetion:-—-‘T. Z. bowlers are 
requested not to become rubbers of 
heads, hats, caps, ete., when a bal ageoi 
dentally passes near a wicket, Z. 
batsmen and fieldemen being hit at 
double or single wicket are not entitled 
to the ‘rub.’ ’’

Evidently Zingaric members of ear- 
lier days were of an artistic tempera- 
ment and rejoiced in displaying their 
club colors, for a rule entitled ‘‘Supphi- 
eation’’ reads as follows: ‘‘Members 
playing in Zingarie matches are more 
than, most earnestly requested to ab- 
stain’ from wearing any colored’ shirt, 
jacket, or trousers, A Zingaric bel, 
¢ap or ribbon round hat, cap, or. nesk 
should be the only distinguishing 
badge.’’ A cricket team decked in 
trousers of red, bleck and gold would 
indeed furnish a dazzling spectacle! 

There are many sections in the mem- 
bers’ list. In addition to playing mem- 
bers there are a number of ‘‘ Agents,’’ 
whose mission it is to further the pre- 
gress and welfare of cricket. bea 
there is a goodly list of ‘‘Half-play 
members liable to be called out,’’ ane 
yet another list sets forth the names 
of ‘‘Candidates for the Asylum fer 
Aged and Decayed Zingari.’’ ‘‘ Pree- 
doms’’ have been conferred, but these 
are rare honors, there being only seven 
‘*Freemen,’’ among whom are the Barl 
of Rosebery and the Marquis of Lon- 
donderry. The latter also igures in the 
list of rags 
Drivers.’’ 

Founded with the object of touring 
to various parts of the country to play 
the great game, and also to improve 
amateur bowling, the Zingari have play- 
ed cricket under must unusual condi- 
tions. In 1846 one of the original mem- 
bers was attached to Sir Richard Paken- 
ham’s staff at Washington, In order te 
keep in touch with his favorite game he 
used to play in President’s Square, his 
fellow sportsmen consisting of the but- 
ler (a man of Kent), the footman, whe 
hailed from Surrey, and a black ‘help. 
er.’’, One evening at dinner a grave 
American gentleman remarked to the 
enthusiast: ‘‘Sir, I was surprised to see 
you on the square today running after 
a bit of Jeather with Pakenham’s 
menials’’! 

This same original: member ‘‘skip- 
pered’’ the three ‘‘menials’’ in a great 
match against the Navy, represented by 
four officers who had come to Washing- 
ton on a special mission, The mateh 
was played in President’s Square, and 
when the Zingari went in for the last 
innings they required four runs to win, 
The Kentish butler was out first ball. 
The Surrey footman was caught by bis 
captain, for both sides fielded, In mak- 
ing the catch the Zingari captain bad} 
damaged three fingers. of hid left hand. 
However, he went in and batted with 
one hand and hit off the runs, Tt is pos- 
sible that his knowledge of the ground 
aided him to win, for on the middle of 
the pitch was a large white stone, at 
whieh he was wont to bowl, and there- 
by induced a wonderful leg-break, I 
Zingari, too, have lately acquired a new 
record, for when the English. team were 
voyaging home from South Africa there 
were six members of I Zingari on board, 
who, under the captainey of Mr. H. D, 
G, Leveson-Gower, played and defeated 
a representative ship’s team. 

I Zingari have numbered the 
distinguished men smong their 
bers, iocludiug the late Ki 
who once played for them, 
King is also a member.
